THE FIGHT AGAINST STRANGE AND

Sound waves, too, were said to have a tendency to 
spread laterally. Moreover, cold, denser air was found 
to reflect them. Hence, the accepted explanation was 
that the combined effects of reflection and the lateral 
spreading of the waves themselves caused them to de- 
scend to the earth again at some point farther on.

Prof. John Tyndall, the scientific adviser of the Elder

sued no advice. They knew of no law which would fore- 
tell the appearance of these acoustic clouds, the length 
of their visitation, nor the place which they might select. 

But the members of the Lighthouse Board knew that 
such a condition, if allowed to exist, would exact a fear- 
ful toll upon the lives of ships and men. And being 
mostly sailormen themselves, they knew why the sailor 
termed this intense, sullen silence in the midst of this 
dense, clammy mist, the “ghost.” Becaise, caught in its 
grasp, to anchor increased the danger of being run down, 
to proceed, even with soundings, invited stranding, to 
lessen the danger of collision meant reduced speed, and 
to reduce speed meant retarded action of the helm and 
the possibility of being swerved by stronger cross-cur- 
rents, such as caused the loss of the Rio de Janeiro. Be- 
cause, in brief, its multiplicity of possible fatalities pro- 
duced the moment of greatest anxiety on shipboard. 
Naturally, such knowledge provided the stimulus which 
makes necessity the mother of invention. 

It requires repeated attempts to test a fog signal for 
its areas of aberration of sound. On one day the results 
might show a perfect distribution of the sound waves, on 
another day a distinct and well-defined area of silence, 
while on still another day there might be found several 
patches of the ghost. Several years therefore elapsed 
before the investigation of twenty-five fog signals on the

SOME DAY BEFORE LONG WE MAY HAVE 

' A NEW KIND. 


By Rene Bache. |

Since time immemorial that part of southern New 
Jersey which is included within the limits of ocean and 
adjacent counties has been famous for its cranberry 
crop, the sregion in question embracing extensive areas 
of swamps. But the crop was always a wild crop up to 
fifty years ago, when its culfivation was first begun by 
a one-legged man named John Webb, at Forked River. 
He was a poor fellow who earned a precarious living 
by doing odd jobs, which included the picking of cran- 
berries in the season when they were ripe. In some 
way he acquired ownership of a piece of swamp land 
where the wild berries grew, and his attention was 
drawn to the fact that the vines flourished much more 
luxuriantly, and bore larger and better-flavored fruit, in

- Cranberries, however, are of importance to human 
happiness in ways beyond mere holiday-making. They 
Rive much-needed employment in autumn to thousands 
of men, women and children, especially in Massachu- 
setts and southern New Jersey, who by this means are 
able to gain a little money to help their families 
through the winter. For this fruit is gathered almost 
entirely by hand picking, in which even the old folks 
and the very little ones are able to take part. The pe- 
riod of harvest covers about a month, during which 
whole populations drop all other occupations and as- 


semble in the neighborhood of the cranberry bogs, 


many of the pickers living in tents. It is for them an 
extremely healthful, as well as profitable vacation. 

The picking begins earlier than in former days, be 
cause the crop is usually harvested green. After win- 
nowlng the berries, to get rid of leaves and refuse that 
may be mixed with them, they are carefully sorted, all 
defective ones being picked out, and are spread on the 
bare ground under an open shed. There they slowly 
ripen, acquiring a beautiful red color, and in due time 
are packed in barrels and boxes for market. 

The early colonists in Massachusetts were intro- 
duced to the cranberry by the Indians, who had long 
been familiar with its use‘ulmess as a sauce for game.

Taking advantage of the hint, he pulled all the pine 
and cedar stumps out of his little swamp, leveled it,

Thus it was that cranberry culture, today so impor- 
tant an industry, was first begun. The method adopted 
at the present time is much the same as that originated 
by Webb, the first step ir the making of a “bog” being 
the pulling of stumps and the stripping off of the top 
layer of turf. Next, the surface is covered with the 
purest white sand obiainable, which ig brought in 
wheelbarrows and laid on to a depth of three or four 
inches. Finally, the bog is ditched for drainage, to 
carry off surface water. Partly overflowed land is best 
for the purpose, because the cranberry swamp should 
be flooded in winter, as a tion against frost. 
Nothing accomplishes this so well as a covering of five 
or six feet of water, which, on being withdrawn in the 
month of May, reveals the vines green and fresh as 
a pasture in summer. 

Flooding also serves as a means of destroying vari- 
ous destructive insects.

of John Rutledge) came the Chief Justiceship of John’ 
Marshall, not merely its longest presidency—thirty 
years—but probably its most important. Between 
1804 and 1835 the country was passing through the 
crucial period of what may be called the constructive 
establishment of the Constitution, and Marshall's 


‘opinions, as one great case after another called them 
‘forth, imparted life and vigor not only to that historic 


document but to the national body politic as well. It 
is not too much to say that for the office, at that trying 
time, no other man could have been chosen equally 
fitted for the task. | 

President Adams had invited Mr. Jay to return to the 
post he had been first to hold, but the New. Yorker had 
preferred to remain on his Westchester-county estate. 
Several other possibilities were then considered, till, 
when the question had been under consideration for 
some time, Gen. Marshall (as he was then known,) 
serving at the time as Secretary of State, happened one 
day to suggest to his chief yet a new name for the 
place. “You need give yourself*no further trouble in 
that matter,” said the President; “I have made up my 
mind about it.” “I am happy to hear you are relieved 
on the subject,” was Marshall’s reply; “may I ask 
whom you have fixed upon’” “Certainly,” said the 
other, “I have concluded to nomipate a person whom 
it may surprise you to hear mentioned. He isa Vir- 
ginia lawyer. A plain man, by the name of John 
Marshall.” 

So began a great judicial era. To specify and charac- 
terize the opinions Marshall delivered would be to 
write a treatise on American constitutional law. They 
themselves stand as the monuments and proper rec- 
ords of the man who is reported by one of his descend- 
ants to have often said that, if he was worthy of any 
remembrance, his best biography would be found in 
his decisions. Their most striking characteristics ‘are 
crystalline clearness of thought, irrefragable logic, and 
a wide and statesmanlike view of all questions of pub- 
lic consequence; in these respects he has had no su- 
perior in this or any other country. Some men seem 
to be constituted by nature to be masters of judicial 
analysis and insight: as Papinian, Sir Matthew Hale 
and Lord Mansfield, each in his particular province, 
and such was Marshall in his. | 

Roger Brooke Taney'’s accession to the Chief Jus- 
ticeship, in 1836, warrants explanation. Three years 
before the Marylander had been made Seéretary of 
Treasury, by Andrew Jackson, for the express purpose 
of carrying out the President’s plan of removing the 
Federal deposits from the United States Bank. It was 
a recéss appointment, and when the Senate met in 1834, 
the nomination was promptly negatived. Taney there- 
upon sent his resignation to the White House, and it 
was accepted—but the work for which he had been ap- 
pointed had been done. In January, 1836, there oc- 
curred a vacancy on the Supreme-bench, and Jackson 
again sent Taney’s name to the upper House, which, 
still hostile, again withheld its sanction. Then came 
the death of Marshall and, the political complexion of 
Congress having somewhat altered, Jackson for a third 
time nominated Taney. There was, as might have 
been expected, a bitter fight over the ratification of the 
appointment, Henry Clay himself leading those op- 
posed to it, but the President won his way, 29 votes to 
15, and “Roger B.” became the fifth of the Federal 
Chief Justices. It was, at the time, openly charged 
that Jackson was merely paying his debt to the south- 
erner in placing him in so high a position, and that the 
whole affair offered the most extreme instance of the 
spoils system. 

Ushered into office in the face of such opposition, 
Judge Taney’s twenty-eight years were marked by the 
most hostile criticism, culminating in 1857 when he 
pronounced the decision, in the case of the slave’ Dred 
Scott, that negroes “were so far an inferior race that 
they had no rights which the white fhan was bound to 
respect, and that they might justly and lawfully be re- 
duced to slavery for his benefit.” Nothing in its pre- 
vious legal history has ever so inflamed the entire 
country; Horace Greeley, speaking for the North, de- 
clared he was puzzled to decide “whether law, human- 
ity, or history is most flagrantly defied” in the opinion. 
To say then that Mr. Taney is chiefly remembered for 
his “fugitiveslave decision” is but to state the fact, 
though it is to be added with emphasis that he proved 
himself (in spite of this, if you choose,) a really sreak’ 
jurist, and that his fame has grown largely during the 
generation which has passed since his death in 1864. 

With Salmon P. Chase the pendulum, so far as tye 
view of slavery was concerned, swung to the other ex- 
treme of the arc. For thirty years the Ohioan had 
been a strong abolitionist, ever since, in 1836, he had 
seen the Cincinnati offices of the Philanthropist de- 
stroyed by a prosslavery mob, and he had acted in the 
defense of runaway slaves so many times (including 
the famous Van Zandt case just before the outbreak of 
the war) that he had come to be known popuiarly as 
“The Attorney-General for Runaway Niggers.” As his 
immediate predecessor's name is for all time linked 
with that of Dred Scott, so is Chase's with President 
Johnson's, for it fell to him to preside at the only im- 
peachment trial of a Chief Executive the country has 
known. He is remembered, too, as one of the four 
“big men” whose names came before the Republican 
National Convention at Chicago in 1860—Chase, Cam- 
eron, Seward and Lincoln. It was the last-named who 
placed this one-time opponent at the head of the high- 
est tribunal in the land, there to build for himself a 
lasting reputation as a brilliant exponent of “the na- 

Morrison R. Waite’s appointment by Gen. Grant, in. 
1874, had been fully justified by the appointee’s splen- 
did achievements at Ceneva, two years before, when, 
with Caleb Cushing eud William M. Evarts, he had 


‘represented the interests of the United States before 


the international trit anal which was called upon to 


arbitrate our Alabama claims against Great Britain. 
Of middle height, broad-shouldered, compactly built and 
erect of carriage, with manners as graceful and genial 
as his will was firm and hig thought decisive, Mr. 
Waite had stood well forward as one of the great fig- 
ures at the conferences. Seated upon the supreme 


bench the country “looked to him for a tenure of office 


that should be careful and upright, safe and estimable” 
(to quote frdm an editorial of the day in the New York 
Tribune,) and it found him this, and more. The man's 
ac'ministrative ability was wonderful; none of his 
predecessors more steadily or more wisely superin- 
tended the business of the court than did he for the 
fourteen years between 1874 and 1888. 


Fuller Was Not for Sale. hes 


The record of the twenty-two years of Melville Wes- 
ton Fuller's incumbency of the responsible post, which 
came to him in 1888 at the call of President Cleveland, 
is one of large service accomplished with skill and in- 
tegrity. The turn of a handful of votes in the State of 
New York in 1884 would have made Mr. Blaine chief 
executive of the land instead of the great Democratic 
leader, and in that case—a chance so small and so close 
that one can realize the keen joy Nathaniel Hawthorne 
would have taken in pointing. out the ever-widening 
circles of its resulting divergencies!—some man would 
have been placed at the head of the bench of a point of 
view wholly different, historically and economically, 
from Mr. Fuller; a man of a quite different theory, it 
may be presumed, of American constitutional law. But 
it may be doubted if any other could havo filled the 
position with greater credit, not only to himself, but 
to his country, than did he whose obituaries have just 
been written.. 

Perhaps above all else, he stood for what has been a 
marked characteristic of all our Federal Justices, ab- 
solute independence of judgment. It is said, indeed, 
that Mr. Fuller especially prided himself upon this 
fact—and there used to be told in Washington an amus- 
ing ,ittle story apropos of this trait in the man. It 
seems there was once upon a time a good and worthy 
Methodist divine in the national capital who had had 
biblical texts printed on his stationery, and when it 
chanced that he was addressing the official chief jurist 
of the land he somehow failed (there is a lack of the 
sense of the fitness of things in many o1 us!) to “check 
up” the particular text which should go out over his

By States and by Colleges. 


As the record of the eight names now stands, Ohio 
leads, so far as State “honors” are concerned, two of 
her residents, Chase and Waite, having been nomi- 
nated to the roll; New York (with Jay,) South Caro- 
lina (with Rutledge,) Connecticut (with Ellisworth,) 
Virginia (with Marshall,) Maryland (with Taney,) and 
Iilinols (with Fuller) having one each to their credit. 
If, however, the State of birth be considered, Connec- 
ticut jumps into first place, both Waite and Ellsworth 
being written down her sons. As Chase, moreover, 
was a native of New Hampshire, and Fuller of Maine, 


New England may rightfully lay claim to four of the — 


judicial eight. This leaves the trio of Rutledge, Mar- 
shall and Taney, to the southern tier, and John Jay to 
New York. | 

Marshall and Rutledge were the only Chief Justices 
not college graduates, the latter having studied at the 
Temple, in London, prior to the outbreak of the Revo- 
lution, and the great “Expounder’s” educational train- 
ing being the product of his father's instruction, a 
couple of years under a private tutor, and less than 
that at a school in Wesmoreland, where he sat elbow 
to elbow with James Monroe. Jay was a member of 
the class of 1766 at King's College (now Columbia 
University,) and Ellsworth, having had a year at Yale 
and then having changed his youthful allegtance, gradu- 


ated from Princeton in the same month. Yale’s Chief — 


Justice was Waite, one of the class of 1837, on whose 
roll appear also the names of William M. Evarts, Ben- 
jamin Silliman and Samuel J. Tilden. Taney was a 
son of Dickinson (1795,) Chase of Dartmouth (1826,) 
and Fuller of Bowdoin.. Harvard bases her sole claim 
to “get in line” on the fact that Fuller was a student in 
her law school. 

Three of the Chief Justices had previously served in 
the Cabinet. Marshall, having declined the Attorney- 
Generalship and the post of Minister to France, had 
been first Secretary of War and then Secretary of State 
under Adams; Taney was Jackson's Attorney-General 
and Secretary of the Treasury, and Chase held the last- 
named office under Lincoln. Both Rutledge and Chase 
had, previously to their appointments to the supreme 


bench, served, twice each, as Governors of their States; | 


Jay, after leaving the bench, was for several terms the 
chief executive of New York. Both Ellsworth and 
Chase had been members of the Federal Senate, before 
their judgships (Elisworth, by the by, was the first to 
receive the nickname of “Cerberus of the Treasury,”) 
and Marshall had sat one term in the lower House of 
the national Legislature. 

There have been three instances of Chief Justices 
serving in other capacities while retaining place on 
the bench. In 1794, a twelvemonth before his resigna- 
tion, Jay was sent to England as special envoy,‘and in 
1799, Ellsworth, yet presiding officer of our highest 
court, went to France with Patrick Henry and W. R.

A PHILIPPINE VOLCANO. 
NTERESTING PHENOMENA 1N CONNECTION 
a WITH TAAL, | 


{Manila Times:] The central or main crater of 
Taal is nearly round, its diameter on an air line north 
and south is 6233 feet and the east-west diameter 
7546 feet. The edge of this crater is somewhat irregu- 
lar, but is nowhere broken through its highest point 
standing at only 1050 feet above sea level and its low- 
est at 42€ feet. 

It is said that Coshima, in Japan, is the only other 
volcano of similarly low altitude. Within the rim are 
two hot pools, known respectively as the yellow and 
the green lake, and a little active cone above fifty feet 
in height, from which escape steam and sulphurous 
gas in varying quantities. Doe 

In the smaller lake every few minutes the water 
in the center is blown up like an immense bubble, 
which rising above the surface finally bursts, revealing 
a black orifice and causing the boiling and véry tur- 
bulent water to assume all imaginable colors. The 
aqueous vapor escaping is sufficient to form a broad 
smokelike column which is visible especially during 
the night and in the early morning. 

At some distance and before reaching the edge of 
the crater, where a view of the botton can be obtained, 
the rumbling sound produced by the escaping vapor,

forces, can be heard like that of an immense boiling 
kettle.

The clear water of the lake has another marvel that 
is well worth seeing. Some comparatively modern 
eruptions of the volcano covered some towns, in two 
of which only the church roofs are visible. Others are 
completely submerged, and on days when the surface 
of the lake is unruffied one can look down into the 
streets of these submerged towns and see the fish dart 
through doors and windows of once populous barrios. 
The water is twenty-five feet deep, but so clear that 
every detail is visible.

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ANCIENT GARDENS. 
HOUSE AND GROUNDS TREATED AS INSEP- 
ARABLE BY THE ROMAN, 


. By Ernest Braunton. 

HOUGH the gardens of Egypt are not the most 

ancient on record, they were the first of which 

we have any definite description. At that time all 
gardening was formal, and down almost to the last cen- 
tury no serious attempt had been made to copy nature, 
either in the matter of details or as an entire landscape. 
The Egyptians were able to grow grand flowers in pro- 
fusion, for they sunk all flower beds below the paths 
and roads and irrigated them from their extensive canal 
system which tapped the Nile. 

The ancient Greeks also had their gardens, but 
seemed to make a far greater use of trees and, with a 
due regard for the inner man planted fruits of all kinds. 
it is quite evident, from what little we can learn of 
these gardens, that fruit trees and vines were mixed 
with ornamental flowering trees and shrubs and the 
walks bordered with smaller flowering plants. There 
is no doubt but the Grecians did some group planting 
with trees, for they were fond of groves, which are 
often mentioned in their literature. It is prob- 
able that summer-houses or miniature temples were 
prominent features in the larger and more pretentious 
gardens. 

The Romans carried the architectural features of the 
garden still farther and the house and garden were 
treated. as “one and inseparable.” In those days for- 
mal gardens were at the zenith of their glory, for a 
large part of Rome, “with her seven hills,” demanded 

terracing if any gardening at all was to be done. Thus 
came in grand terrace steps and ornamental buttresses 
surmounted with statuary and all sorts of carved de- 
signs. In some gardens masonry was by far the most 
prominent feature, and plant growing seemed to be 
merely an incidental embellishment to take the “raw 
edge” off the harsh and monotonous lines of architec-

Plant Freaks. 


NEWS item states that a Colorado man has nearly 
perfected a seedless watermelon. While it may be 
desirable to reduce the number of seeds now found in 
the average melon, a perfectly seedless one who stops 
right at that point, for it would have no means of per- 
petuating its kind. More than that, when it has nearly 
lost its seed-forming powers or habit, it will be found 
that few seeds are potent and that a strain of melons in 
that State will rapidly deteriorate. The seedless apple 
is another fake, for what need or advantage to remove 
the seeds while the now-edible core remains. Plant 
breeders should aim to give us something better than 
we now have, rather than seek to perpetuate freaks of 
questionable value. 


Planting and Transplanting. 


REES should be dug with care, getting a5 many roots 

as possible without incurring too great expense. If 
a deciduous tree or shrub, a good mass of roots may be 
removed with the trunk and must not be allowed to dry. 
A hole for their reception should be dug large enough to 
allow all of them to be spread out in a natural manner. 
Soil should be finely pulverized so that it may be sifted 
down among the roots and permanently closely settled 
by the use of an abundance of water. This question of 
close contact between roots and soil is an important’ 
one. Soil may be tramped down fairly solid, but if an 
abundance of water is subsequently applied, this tramp- 
ing will have been of but little use. The coarser the 
soil the more necessary the compacting of the soil by 
treading heavily over all the roots.

Plant Food. 


he writer is frequently asked why the three ele- 

ments of plant food—nitrogen, potash and phosphoric 
acid—are necessary and what they do. As there is no 
doubt as to the necessity of them in the soil, we will only 
consider what they do. They have various uses, some 
of which (coloring and flavoring fruits) does not enter, 
into a consideration of ornamental plant life. The wri- 
ter uses nitrogen to produce rank vegetative growth; | 
potash to fill in and mature or harden this succulent 
growth and phosphoric acid to produce seeds or fruits 

d hasten their maturity. We do not hold that much 

the latter element is necessary to produce flowers, 
though not without effect, but its thief effect is upon 
the seeds and fruit; in short, it is a “finisher.”

Orangt-Gox Sizes. 


LOS ANGELES barrtapelatent “writes to know” if 
the standardization movement contémplates any 
change in the size of orange boxes. It does not, and 
for the. following - reasons: No one has yet even 


thought of including oranges”and lemons ‘in the Stani#-| 


ardization plan, as far as | know. Such a movement 
would in any case have to originate with the orange 
growers themselves, and in that event they would be 
capable of determining. whether the present uniform- 
ity could be improved. The deciduousfruit growers 
and shippers found it necessary to make more uniform 
their fruit package sizes, but here there was a great 
diversity of dimensions for boxes — crates containing 
the same kind of fruit. 

For example, Tokay grapes were almost universal’ y 
packed in crates of uniform measurements. But cer- 
tain shippers who bought their fruit by the packed 
crate and packed it themselves found moie ready sale 
by adding three or four cleats under the crate lids and 
packing the baskets high in proportion. A crate thus 
packed would contain six or eight pounds more than 
where the cleats were left off. The grower suffered, 
both in selling to the shipper and in competition in the 
_markets, if he packed his fruit in regulation crates. 


Laxity of pack, lack of uniformity. in weight and differ- | — 


ent-sized packages led to reforms that are fair both to 


’ the producer and the consumer. The main object at- 


tained by standardization is the exclusion of unfit. fruit, 
and in that sense the movement would be beneficial to 
all kinds of fruit shipped from the State. But growers 
should understand that no plan of reform can be effec- 
tive or should be tried unless it be first approved by 
those most concerned—the “producers and shippers.

Local Bug Collections. 


AN JOAQUIN COUNTY is one of the most cnthusi- 

astic beneficiaries of the new horticultural commis- 
sion law. It is conceded throughout the State that the 
law in effect taking politics out of the selection of com- 
missioners is a wise act. One of the most assuring fea- 
tures is the fact that the Supervisors themselves are 
drawing closer to their commissioner than when the 


score of the thirty-five counties now under the new law 
are taking a live interest in the work 
ahd responsibilities of their appointee, and everywhere 
‘I notice improving relationship between the Supervis- 
‘ors and their horticultural officers. ia 
In San Joaquin county heretofore there was no pub- 
lit or official interest in the work of the three horticul- 
tural commissioners. With the one-man commission, 
all is changed, ie Supervisors are now maintaining |f 
two offices, the main one at Stockton and a branch | 
office at Lodi. At the latter place a competent and ex- 
perienced’ inspector is in charge. He is.collecting sam- 
ples of all destructive insects and plant diseases. Not 
only are orchard troubles recognized, but farm pests 
like. noxious weeds, samples of grain diseases and 
blights are on exhibition. Every afternoon the ‘deputy 
is in this office to consult with the fruit growers and |. 
farmers, spending the forenoons with them upon their 
ranches and in inspecting nursery stock coming into 
his district. These offices are collecting libraries and 
dispensing printed literature upon horticulture and kin-| 
dred interests. I notice also that many boards of Su- 
pervisors are authorizing their commissioners to issue 
publications of their own, dealing with local matters. 
And the Supervisors are way paying the bills for 
the printing.

Gardena Dewberry. 


We recently gave a transcript of eastern expert- 
ence with the Gardena dewberry, a California variety, 
and now go away from home again to get the news.

The next 
spring as they commenced to grow I twined them up 
on hog wire 24 inches wide, set one foot above ground 
and fastened to locust posts placed about 18 feet 
apart. Not an inch of growth was lost during the spring 
or summer, and during late fall the tips were allowed 
to root. Some of the shoots made a growth of 12 
feet. During this period they were sided down twice 
and chicken manure drilled in the furrows twice. Dur-

Healing by Mental Suggestion. | 
T= power of the mind over the body, especially 


when utilized in the form of suggestion—either 
auto-suggestion or suggestion from the mind of an- 
other—has become a popular topic of investigation and 
discussion. during the past few years. As usual, in such 
cases, miest people are inclined to go te extremes. From 


‘ignering the great pewer ef the mind there is now an 


inclination on the part of some writers and teachers to 
belittle the importance of the body. What the editor of 
this department has always taught, and will continue 
to teach, is the ideal of the ancient Greeks—‘“a 
mind in a sound bedy.” 

Some people take their suggestion straight; others 
want it sugared—or seasoned-—with religion, after the 


style of Christian Science or the Emmanuel Movement. 


It is all a matter of taste. Be sure of this, however. No 
amount of strenueus affirmations or denials will take 
the place of right living, especially right eating, 

“Suggestion: Its Law and Application, or the Prin- 
ciple and Praetice of Psycho-Therapeutics,” ia the title 
of a beok of 472 pages, by Prof. Charies F. Winbiglier, 
of Washington, D. C. (Published by the Spencer A. 
Lewis Co., Washington, D. C. For sale in Los Angeles 
by Fowler Brothers, 543 South Broadway.) This is one 
of the most complete band-books on the subject that 
the editor of the Care of the Body has yet seen. The 
author discusses suggestion in its various forms, hyp 
notism, and how to use suggestion. He promises that 
in another book there will be discussed the spiritual 
phases of the utilization of these principles. 3 

The author assumes throughout this beok that there 
is a conscious and a “subconscious” mind. That is 
Hudson's “law,” which is not a law, but merely an aw 
sumption—a plausible assumption. Of ‘tate there has 
been a tendency among writers on the subject te ques 


tion this so-called law, and to assume that the “sul ‘ 


conscious mind” is merely another form of the ordinary 


mind. Others of late have claimed that we possess 


thousands or millions of minds. After all, it is merely 
a distinction without a difference. All these people 
know just as much—and just as little— on the subject 
as you and I, dear reader. 

Prof. Winbigler does not entirely ignore the physical. 
He writes: | 

“There are essentials of physical life which must be 
taken into consideration and used. Those essentials 
are sunshine, air, and water. These are God's gifts to 
man. There are also clething, food,.and shelter, which 
man must provide for himself. These six things are 
necessary te this present form of existence, and he 
who turns away from or does not use them will show 
not only lack of judgment, but will suffer. Let any 
man refuse to get the fresh, air, the golden sunshine, 
refuse to sleep, eat pure food and «drink pure water, 
and I care not how much mental power he may have, ke 
will very soon be in a state of physical collapse.” 

Yet, a few pages further on he gives a formula of 
affirmation for the cure of constipation. That may 
be all right, so far as it goes, but it will not work if 
you live largely on white bread and cheese, and tage 
little exercise. 

Here is a statement in regard to prerequisites for 
successful suggestion: : 

“The effectiveness of suggestion depends on its na- 
ture, the manner in which it is given, and the mental 
condition of the reeipient. -Thefefore, from an edv- 
cational standpoint, the learner ought to be in good 
physical condition and the senses should be carefully 
guarded and the health maintained. The blood supply 
should be normal and the nerve force should be unhin- 
dered. There should be a knowledge of anatomy, physi- 
ology, and psychology on the part of the instructor, so. 
that the suggestion may be made effectively and re- 
ceived.” 

The author thus pays his respects to fakers and 
frauds who flourish in these realms of investigation: 

“The clever and the unscrupulous have from time) 
immemorial guiled the simple and the credulous by 
intrigue, machinations, trickery and the manifestations. 
of a semblance of psychic phenomena. All that is super 
normal in those phenomena are a number of rudi- 
mentary psychological features which can be ecaaily 
produced and understood, and which can explain all 
that is valuable in such mystifying manifestations. 
This is a day of frauds, imposters, and fakers, and it is 
time to put a lot of this tomfoolery out of the way of 
innocent gullibles. The fortune-teller, the spiritualistic 
medium, the palmist, the occultist, and some other non- 
descripts, ought to be arrested and put out of business 


_ by the law that convicts and imprisons people for 


getting money under false pretenses.

“Many cures more marvelous than those which have 
been performed by Chris‘t'an Scientists, faith healers,

Ramie is used not only for underwear, but for 
outer clothing, for twine and cordage, for furniture 
covering, and for a number of other purposes. Few 


‘people yet realize the great possibilities of this indus-| 


try, which is particularly adapted to Southern Call- 
fornia. An idea of what it means may be gathered 


from a statement made not long ago by Secretary 


of Agriculture Wilson, who declared that before many 
years the American ramie industry would exceed in 
importance the cotton industry. At the request of the 
Department of Agriculture Mr. Schlichten is forward- 
ing one of his machines to Washington. 

The Schlichten compay has a field of ramife plants 
growing below the Imperial Valley; just across the 
line. The.roots raised there will be sufficient to plant 
about a thousand acres early next year. Ramie is a: 
perennial plant,.and from four to six crops can be 
grown yearly in Southern California, where the soil 
and climate are right. It looks as if before many 
years Los Angeles will become a great textile center, 
working up the cotton and ramie raised-in the fertile 
valleys tributary to her on the north and south.

“As 1 define it, personal efficiency is the possession 
of such powers of body as will make the possessor 
strong, healthy, active and skillful at whatever task 
he may be employed; such powers of mind ag will 
qualify bim to think clearly, dolicately, deeply and 
originally upon any subject under consideration; such 
powers of soul as will enable him to be always calm, 
kindly, thoughtful, controlled, even though the moun- 
tains of disaster seem about to topple over upon his 
head or the deeps of death yawn at his feet. - 

“The attainment of efficiency depends merely upon 


obedience to those laws which govern the action of! sary 


body, mind and spirit—those laws so simple, yet so 
complex; so kindly, yet so cruel; so infinitesimal, yet 
so stupendous. , 

“Some of these laws are of the environment, the 
great physical and spiritual laws of the universe in 
which we live and move and have our being. 

“Some of these laws are of ourselves, bodily and 
mental—if anyone desire to niake the distinction. 

“In themselves the laws are simple; in_their appll- 
cation to the spoiled children of what we glibly desig- 
nate . ‘civilization’ they are infinitely complex—and 
perplexing.” | 

Dr. Latson declares that the ultimate cause of all 
disease is faulty mental action. At the first glance 
this looks as if he leaned to the foolish “all is mind’’} 
theory. He goes on, however, to show that rheuma- 
tism arises from ignorance or carelessness, or lack 
of self-control, therefore it arises (indirectly) from) 
faulty mental action. In every case of acute articu- 
lar rheumatism the author declares we shall find over- 
feeding, too frequent feeding, improper food, Iinsuf- 
ficient exertion, over-work, worry, or exposure, or sev- 
eral of these conditions—conditions caused by lack of 
information, lack of refinement, lack of self-control, 
or a combination of these—-that is to say, mental con- 
ditions. In this sense it is, of course, true that all| 
disease is due to mental causes. On the other hand,’ 
it is also true, however, that these faulty mental condi- 
tions are often due to a foul condition of the body. | 
A man with a colon full of filth cannot possibly think 
clean thoughts. So there you are again. It is an end- 
less chain. 

Continuing, Dr. Latson writes: 

“Let us consider for a moment another cause, per- 
haps the second in importance, of rheumatism. This 


‘is sub-elimination or insufficient excretion of the body 


poisons.” Sub-elimination means that the organs, 
through which the waste matter formed in the body) 
should be carried off—that these organs do not do) 
their own work properly; and that, therefore, mantior | 
which should be thrown out of the body is retained.) 


“How can sub-elimination be traced to faulty men- spi 


tal habits? Because sub-elimination merely means that 
the skin is not properly cleansed, that matter is al- 
lowed to accumulate in the alimentary tube and that 
the lungs, because of indoor living and lack of proper 
exercise, do not have sufficient ventilation. The man 
or woman of refined, cleanly instincts will not omit 


frequent cleansing of the surface of the body, will not ° 


allow matter to accumulate in the alimentary tube, and 
will, in every case, hate an appreciation of the charms 
of fresh air. ‘These conditions are mental, not physt- 
cal; and thus we trace another cause of rheumatism 
back to its origin in faulty mental states.” 

In the chapter on “Mental Supremacy,” Dr. Latson 
denies the theory of “Duality of Mind”—the “object- 
ive” and “subjective” mind. He declares that the mind 
is not dual. It is infinitely multiplex. There are, 
he says, not two minds. There are millions. The 
keynote of mental supremacy, he declares, is atten- 
tion, and he adds that mental power soon becomes a 
habit. . 

Writing on the subject of how to live long, Dr. Lat- 
son says that of the bodily characteristics of those 
who reach advanced age he has found three which 
are most striking and important—an erect carriage, a 
broad, full chest, and a habit of slow, easy movement. 
This he has found in every case examined. Another 
noticeable peculiarity of those who attain great age, 
he says, is that they are all light eaters. He declares 
he has never found an exception. This agrees with 
the experience of life insurance experts, who, among 
several hundreds of thousands of cases, have no rec- 
ord of a person greatly over-weight dying of old age. 

On the subject of diet Dr. Latson writes: 

“In Giet there are three factors: First and most im- 
portant is the mental condition under which the food 
is eaten; second, the condition of the organs into 
which the food is put; third (and least important,) |
